F rom SE1 to SE28 a rich 

ecosystem of art, creativity and 
culture is thriving. The successful 
art scene down south has been 
nurtured since the Dulwich Picture 
Gallery opened its doors in 1817. 

South east London has been in the 
news recently. Beyonce and Jay Z’s visit 
to Anish Kapoor’s Camberwell studio 
and the Evening Standard's think piece 
on the ascendant reputation of Deptford 
have gotten people talking. Terms like 
the Creative Class, gentrification, 
regeneration, ‘cool’ and authenticity are 
being thrown around as the south east 
slides into the spotlight. 

But for those of us who live here, 
we simply smile and say ‘what took 
you so long?’ 


The industrial roots of south east have 
created a unique fabric for creativity. 
From the ship builders of Deptford to the 
tanners of Bermondsey, industry 
continues to permeate much of the area, 
and, south east London still maintains 
the most green spaces in London. 

Local art has long been influenced by 
the wealth of universities peppered 
across the postcodes. Influential schools 
like Camberwell College of the Arts, 
Goldsmith’s University, London College 
of Communication and Ravensboume 
College all call SE their home - and 
continue to draw the best and brightest 
young creatives. The extended 
Overground, improved bus services and 
train links are metamorphosing these 
neighbourhoods into a 21 st century 


bastion of connectivity and coolness. 

Historically isolated from the trendy 
East and commercial West, the area’s 
autonomous nature has allowed the art 
scene to coast under the radar for 
decades. For people not familiar with the 
area, deciphering where to go, and what 
to see can be daunting. 

So, what’s all the fuss about? 
Bermondsey, a pleasant walk from 
London Bridge, is home to the White 
Cube. The gallery is an inspiring space 
that has featured some of the most 
exciting names in contemporary art, 
Andreas Gursky, Chuck Close, Julie 
Mehretu, Zhang Huan, Tracey Emin and 
Theaster Gates have all graced the walls 
with their work. Also located on bustling 
Bermondsey Street is Vitrine Gallery and 
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Art Bermondsey, and several boutique 
cafe’s and craft breweries are dotted 
along the thoroughfare. 

Down by the river, the Design 
Museum sits comfortably (but not for 
long, in 2016 it moves to Kensington), 
flanked by the enigmatic sculpture 
Head of Invention by Eduardo Paolozzi 
- whose artwork is a staple of London’s 
metabolism (other works can be found 
outside the British Library and he was 
also responsible for the tiles at the 
Tottenham Court Road tube station). 



The Creekside Artists collective 
recently relocated from Deptford to 
Bermondsey. Working temporarily in the 
Biscuit Lactory while their Deptford 
home is being redeveloped, this not-for- 
profit artists co-op provides affordable 
studio space for up to 24 artists. Artist 
and curator Melissa Budasz is a resident 
here, her work negotiates identity, myth 
and memory - keep an eye out for the 
occasional open studio and exhibitions. 

If history floats your boat, head to 
Greenwich for a dose of architecture, 
maritime and markets. The train from 
London Bridge to Greenwich Station is 
one of the oldest railway lines in the 
world - travelling through Deptford, 
glimpses of Deptford Creek and 
moments of faded industry are visible. 



Once in Greenwich, you’ll find 
yourself surrounded by the architecture 
of Inigo Jones, Sir Christopher Wren and 
Nicholas Hawksmoor. Regular historic 
exhibitions are on display at the Queen’s 
House and the National Maritime 
Museum. While the University of 
Greenwich’s Stephen Lawrence Gallery 
offers an engaging programme of 
contemporary visual art - featuring six 
exhibitions per year, plus conferences 
and workshops - they aim to promote 
diversity through visual culture. 

The Dulwich Picture Gallery owns 
an extensive collection of Old Masters, 
including Trench, Italian and Spanish 
Baroque, while also holding several 
British Portraits from the Tudor period 
up to the 19th century. No stranger to

controversy, the gallery houses the 
world’s most stolen painting - 
Rembrandt’s Jacob III de Gheyn was 
first taken in 1981, only to be returned 
and pilfered no less than three more 
times. Aside from the 
permanent collection, 

DPG hosts an exciting 
programme of events, 
exhibitions and lectures. 

South London 
Gallery (SLG), in 
trendy Peckham, has 
been standing since 
1891. It houses, among 
other things, 500 20th 
century prints and 
contemporary works 
associated with south 
London. SLG has strong 
ties with schools, giving students hands- 
on experience with historic and 
contemporary artwork. With five 
exhibitions a year, SLG profiles the 
work of established international 
figures. Antony Gormley, Anish 
Kapoor, Tracey Emin, Sarah Lucas, 
Damien Hirst, Mat Collishaw and 
Gilbert and George have all had work 
exhibited here. 

Bey once and Jay Z may have put 
Camberwell on the map recently, but 
Camberwell Arts, which promotes the 


area’s diverse collection of creatives, 
celebrated its 20th anniversary in 2014. 
Working with everyone from the 
emerging to the internationally 
acclaimed, its annual open studios 
event is one of the longest running 
local arts festivals in the UK. 

In Kennington, contemporary art 
studios Gasworks recently made 
news with its successful Kickstarter 
campaign, earning over £40,000. 
Gasworks houses 11 artist studios, 
featuring four main exhibitions each 
year along with a series 
of small-scale events. 
Gasworks focuses on 
visual arts in the broadest 
sense of the term. Their 
position in the area can 
only get stronger as they 
continue to grow. 

Bearspace in Deptford 
has played an integral 
role in getting south east 
London on the map - 
literally. They produce 
the South East London 
Art Map (SLAM) - and 
organise Last Lridays (SLAM Lridays). 
Several south London galleries staying 
open late on the last Lriday of every 
month; events, workshops and a general 
good time can be found at many of 
the galleries - and it’s a fantastic 
opportunity for the public to get a true 
taste of the excitement that’s happening 
down here. And if all that isn’t enough, 
Damien Hirst will display his personal 
collection of 2,000 artworks in a new 
street-length gallery on Newport Street 
in Lambeth, due to open in May.

J essica Hayman is quite adamant that her 

old job as a lawyer can never compete with 
the satisfaction she now feels running her 
own business in East Dulwich, designing 
homewares, gifts and stationery. 

‘Despite my love of art and illustration at school, 
it never occurred to me that it was something I 
could do for a living,’ says Jessica. ‘I decided to 
study law, which would lead to a ‘proper’job, but 
after I graduated I took a year out and started my 
own handmade card business, which was quite 
successful. Graham and Green in Notting Hill was 
one of my first stockists and I’m very proud of that.’ 

After qualifying, Jessica worked as a solicitor 
for 10 years but she never lost her passion for 
illustration and design. ‘I was always making things 
and designing cards in my free time, but the 
opportunity to start my own business only presented 
itself once I was on maternity leave,’ says Jessica. 

‘I took some short courses in digital textile design 
and screen printing to get up-to-speed with new 
technology and I’ve never looked back.’ 

Rosa & Clara Designs (named after Jessica’s 
daughters) is now a thriving business with the 


emphasis on creating premium quality, design-led 
products manufactured in Britain. With her 
signature designs in pineapples, flamingos and 
urban landscapes printed onto everyday items such 
as cushions, lampshades, coasters and wash bags, 
Jessica is passionate not only about her craft, but 
about supporting British manufacturers. 

‘When I started out, I was incredibly lucky to be 
supported by the local independent shops in this 
area. Roullier White in East Dulwich is a great 
supporter of independent designers and was one of 
the first shops to stock my designs. Jane Newbery 
in Dulwich Village was also very loyal and I was 
determined to see my lampshades hanging in her 
beautiful shop. Lois in Peckham and Brave Girl 
Gifts in Crystal Palace also have an appreciation 
for interesting, well made designs and this has all 
added to the success of my business. In return, 

I’m passionate about supporting small British 
businesses myself.’ 

As demand for her designs has grown, Jessica 
finds she can no longer hand make everything 
herself but is not prepared to compromise on 
quality. ‘From day one, I knew I wanted everything 
I designed to be made to a particular standard in 
Britain,’ she says. ‘Tea towels are printed in 
Lincolnshire, wash bags handmade in Leamington 
Spa and my cushions are sewn by the Working Well 
Trust, a mental health charity based in London.’ 
However, lampshades are another matter and Jessica

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insists on making them herself in her East Dulwich 
studio: ‘I simply love making lampshades,’ says 
Jessica. ‘I make them to order so they’re the perfect 
size for any ceiling or lamp. I start with a hand- 
drawn design, often inspired by the London streets 
where I live, and I finish it digitally, which gives 
me a lot of design flexibility. 

When I first started designing, 
everything was done by hand 
but the digital process has 
enabled me to really 
experiment with colour and 
shapes. It’s a very exciting 
medium to be involved in 
and it’s come a long way since 
I first started.’ 

And it seems Jessica has come a long way since 
those early days making cards as she was recently 
selected as one of the designers taking part in an 
exhibition at the V&A Museum of Childhood called 
Small Stories: At Home in a Dolls’ House - an 
exhibition revealing the fascinating stories behind 
some of the UK’s best-loved dolls’ houses. The 
exhibition includes a Dream Home installation, 
with rooms designed by local artists and designers 
that children can play with and add to. 

T’m a member of Designers/Makers [an agency 
supporting freelance designers] and the V&A gave 
members the opportunity to submit a concept for a 
miniature room to be included in a Dream Home 
installation as part of the exhibition,’ says Jessica. 

‘I decided to design a bedroom because I love 
seeing print and pattern everywhere in the home

house! I made a miniature duvet and cushions using 
my flamingo design and a lampshade using my 
1950s inspired pineapple print. 

‘It was very labour intensive as it was all so 
intricate and my daughters helped by painting mini 
portraits of the family to put on 
the walls. It was quite a long 
wait before I got the call to say 
I’d been chosen. I’m especially 
honoured because my room will 
be shown alongside designer 
Donna Wilson, whose work 
I really admire, as well as a 
team from Liberty.’ 

The New Year will most 

certainly bring more exciting opportunities for this 
forward-thinking designer who is already planning 
ahead: “I’ll be selling at the Country Living Fair 
in spring, The Comer Shop at Craft Central in 
Clerkenwell in the summer and I’m considering 
expanding further and 


branching out into 
department stores. I just 
feel so lucky to be doing 
a job I love.’

aesthetics, fantastic sound quality and no 
issues about placing any additional 
speakers and cables around the room.’ 
Martin agrees that sound is key. ‘You 
want decent clear sound that is 
comfortable to listen to.’ 

What to buy? 


First things first 

Before you do anything else, you need to 
decide where you are going to place your 
home cinema system. ‘We like to know 
if the room is to be a dedicated cinema 
room, or if it’s multi-purpose,’ says 
Martin. ‘If it’s dedicated, we can control 
the light in the room and set out the 
system to get the best performance; but 
if it’s multi-purpose, we can design more 
discreet systems.’ If you don’t have an 
extra room to spare for a home cinema, 
John suggests you simply go for the 
largest TV screen size possible. ‘This 
will help to create that fully cinematic 
and immersive experience,’ he says. 

Key components 


If you are a novice, go to a specialist 
who will be able to advise you on what 
products and brands will suit your 
requirements. Your key consideration 
when investing, says Martin, is that 
‘everything should work well together; it 
should be reliable, easy to use and with 
simple controls’. 

The practicalities 

Being able to control your lighting is a 
real benefit. ‘We have systems that can 
control the lighting, dimming it down 
when the movie starts, and back up when 
it’s finished,’ says Martin. ‘We also tend 
to build-in the front speakers, but leave 
the surrounds surface-mounted for best 
performance.’ 


In John’s opinion, it’s all about the 
sound. ‘This is key,’ he states. ‘The 
traditional home cinema system was 
originally available with five speakers 
(known as 5.1), but there are now also 
7.1 and 9.1 configurations available. 
These systems offer separate front and 
rear speakers, as well as a subwoofer for 
a complete surround-sound experience.’ 
He advises you to also consider the latest 
option, which is a sound bar. ‘These 
have increased in popularity,’ he says. 
‘Sound bars offer numerous benefits over 
the traditional home cinema system, 
including simple set up, stylish 


Latest trends 

‘We are seeing lots of clients creating 
dedicated rooms to nest in and enjoy 
movies,’ says Martin. These kind of film 
buffs are also up to speed with all the 
latest mediums for watching movies, 
from Blu-ray to Netflix. 

Top tip? 

‘Keep the paint scheme dark,’ says 
Martin, ‘especially the ceiling. A white 
ceiling literally lights up with reflected 
light from the projection screen.’ >

T his will be the year of the bug. Seriously. 

I’ve heard that Brett Graham will be adding 
cockroach carpaccio to the menu at The 
Ledbury, while Michel Roux will celebrate 
the joys of stinkbugs simmered in the sous vide. 
Cheap, sustainable and much under-rated, insects 
will be hot.

No, what I’m after is long-term 
quality, so when it comes to new 
openings, I tend to get excited about the 
places run by restaurateurs with a 
proven track record of serious eating. 

Like Alan Yau, who will be opening the 
long awaited Duck and Rice, a Chinese 
gastropub in Soho. The man’s a master, 
the founder of Wagamama, Hakkasan, 

Yaucha and Busaba Eathai. He also has Babaji Pide, 
on the corner of Wardour Street and Shaftsbury 
Avenue, to look forward to in early 2015, 
specialising in lahmacun, or Turkish pizza. Plus 
some high end, Shanghai inspired tucker at Park 
Chinois in Mayfair. With Yau at the helm, this trio is 
filled with proper Eastern promise. 

Staying with the Far East, the very talented Judy 
Joo will be opening JinJu in January, and having 
tried a few of her dishes, I’m excited. Martin 
Morales was the man who introduced us to real 
Peruvian food, and his third place, Ceviche Old 
Street, promises to continue the high standards set 
by his first two, Ceviche Soho and Andina. And 
Richard Caring, another restaurateur who ensures 
standards are kept high across his ever-growing 
group, has acquired a huge new Berkeley Square 
site. Although the food is not yet confirmed, I hear 
whispers of a Nikkei (Japanese/Peruvian fusion, as 
made popular by Nobu) menu. Very exciting. 

Anna Hansen, of ever-wonderful Modem Pantry 
fame, is currently working on Modern Pantry in the

City, while Gordon Ramsay is returning 
to his roots with his new place in 
11 Park Walk, the site of the original 
Aubergine. 

Proper meat is still in vogue, with a 
new Upper Street branch of the renowned 
MeatLiquor opening next summer, while Bad Egg 
in the City is opening any moment now. It’s the 
second opening from great chef Neil Rankin, the 
talent behind Smokehouse. I also hear mutterings 
about a new chophouse, Jacob’s Ladder, to open 
next year in Soho. As the restaurant is being advised 
by those magnificent masters of Hawksmoor meat - 
Huw Gott, Will Beckett and Richard Turner - I’m 
drooling at the very thought. 

As for my most eagerly awaited opening of 
2015, I’m going small and regional, with Andy 
Oliver’s Som Saa in East London.

Leanne Spencer of Bodyshot Personal Training eschews the New Year, 
New You hype for an everyday approach to health and wellbeing

T he New Year is, surprisingly, not 
a highlight of personal trainer 
Leanne Spencer’s calendar: 
‘January isn’t a big month for 
personal trainers,’ she says, ‘because 
people are generally under-exercised, 
overfed and skint because they last got 
paid in mid-December!’ 

That’s no problem for Leanne, who 
instils in her clients that health and fitness 
is a lifestyle choice, not a post-Christmas 
project: ‘It’s a frustration of mine that a 
lot of the hype around diet and exercise 
seems to come back to weight. If you 
look at women’s magazines it’s all about 
weight and bikini bodies, there’s no 
wonder a lot of young girls have issues 
around eating. I really 
rally against it.’ 

Leanne runs 
Bodyshot Personal 
Training, which offers 
outdoor workouts in 
Peckham, Dulwich, 

Heme Hill, Crystal 
Palace and surrounding 
areas. The company also offers yoga 
classes (look out for the new BoxingYoga 
classes in the New Year), nutritional 
advice and a specialist pre and post-natal 
service. There’s also Recovery Fitness, 
Bodyshot’s sister company, which uses 
diet and exercise to help people suffering 
from stress, anxiety and depression. 

‘The benefits of diet and exercise for 
mental health are well known among the

medical community,’ 
says Leanne. ‘The 
personal training 
community is starting 
to see it, but it’s still 
underappreciated. 
Exercise encourages 
the production of 

serotonin and endorphins, the feel-good 
chemicals, and that has a very positive 
effect, particularly with cardio. 

‘What you eat also has a profound 
effect on the brain chemistry, so we 
encourage our clients to keep a food 
diary and look at ways they can include 
extra ingredients that contain tryptophan, 
for example, which encourages the 
production of serotonin. When you marry 


the diet and the exercise together it can 
have quite a profound effect.’ 

Leanne made the decision to focus 
on outdoor training because she believes 
it’s valuable to get clients outdoors. 

‘I think the benefits of being outside 
are all-encompassing,’ she says. ‘Fresh 
air is important, it helps you sleep, and 
it’s particularly important from a mental 
health perspective.’ 

I undertook one of Leanne’s tailored 
sessions on a drizzly Peckham Rye. It 
was varied and intense, incorporating 
jogging, sprints, boxing, those dreaded 
burpees and abdominal work. It was also, 
as my body reminded me for days 
afterwards, a very effective workout!

‘The area’s changing dramatically,’ says

Deptford is 
obviously a place that people see as 
providing value, but that will disappear 
as more people realise this and the prices 
rise. Then you’ve got to find the next 
place, which will likely be Lewisham.’
